Frank J. Miller, treasurer of 'a shoe 


manufacturing concern of Eacine, was 
the first to address the commission. He 
presented his views on the manufacture 
of shoes and other articles in state pris- 
ons from the competition point of view, 
and his theory was that competition 
should be mainimiised as much as possi- 
ble. He advocated capital punishment 
in Wisconsin, which would reduce the 
population of the prisons.

detuned the use of machinery in prisons, 
and advocated confining prison labor to 
work by hand, the advantages of. which 
for prisons were obvious, because this 
prisoners would learn trades and be able 
to find employment. The prisoners, un 
der tho present system of prison em 
ployment on boots and shoos, coul 
learn nothing that would be of value t 
them after being released.

Annual Report of the Insane Asylum 


and Poor House—The Institution 
Has Been a Profitable One—Figures 
From - the Courts—General Busi- 
ness. 


Thirty-one members of 
the Rock 


county board of supervisors met in an- 
nual session this afternoon at the court 
house. 


Those absent were Supervisors Maker, 


Broughton, Conley, Gray and McEvoy. 


At 2 o'clock Chairman Simon Smith 


called the meeting to order. 


Dr. J. 
B. Whiting addressed the 


board in relation to the six year-old 
daughter of John Ai-quette. who was so 
terribly burned, and for which the board 
appropriated $250 for skin grafting. 


The little girl was brought before the 


board and walked about and talked to 
the members, who aJl seemed satisfied 
with the work performed by the Drs 
Whiting. 


Supervisor Eager, of the committee 


on equalization, read his report, which 
places the- figures in the county the 
same as last year. The total county 
valuation is 'S18.000.000. 
The report 


was adopted. 


The reports of the trustees, superin- 


tendent and physician of the. Kock coun - 
ty insane asylnm for the year" ending 
September 30 lust, was submitted. The 
cost of tho board of the inmates has 
been twenty-one cents a day for each 
individual. 
The products of" tho farm 


were: 


Oats. 2,000 bushels; corn, 80 acres; 


hay, 200 tons; corn fodder, 70 acres: 
straw, 40 acres; squash. 50: onions, 100 
bushels; turnips, 200 bushels; cabbage. 
5,000 head; 
tomatoes, 200 bushels; 


strawberries, 80 bushels; potatoes, 1,000 
bushels; beets, 75 bushels; carrots, 200 
bushels; parsnips, 200 bushels; apples. 
80 bushels; celery 300 bunches: grapes, 
10 bushels. 


The patients have helped to do the 


work on the farm, in the wards, laundry 
and sewing~room. All the clothing for 
the females has been manufactured on 
the place—shirts and overalls for men, 
also bedding. 


The total cost of the plant has been 


$151,581.02. The expenses of the year 
were S15.225.25; the earnings $22,- 
7S6.34.

Chairman of the Wuys mid Means Com 


mlttee Says the 
TVar Measure 
Must 


Continue In Force—He Does Not Ex- 
pect an Extra Session. ^ 


Wastington, Nov. 15.— The Wash- 


ington Post says that the war tax -will 
not be abolished at the coming short 


- session of congress and that there will 
be no revision of. the tariff whatever. 
It bases this announcement upon the 
positive statement made by Chairman 
Dingley of the ways and means com- 
mittee, who, in an interview, says: 


"The government will need ?or some 


time all the revenue produced by the 
••war taxes. During the month o£ Octo- 
ber the war expenditures exceeded the 
war revenue by some $14,000,000, and 
this month they will be 810,000,000 in 
excess. This being the case, there will 
be no changes at least this fiscal year. 
.The war revenue act will continue in 
force and unchanged, except perhaps in 
a few minor administrative features, 
for at least a year longer. 


"It is hardly necessary to acid," con- 


tinued Mr. Dingley, that there will be 
no revision of the tariff, although I 
have seen some statement to the effect 
that such a revision is contemplated. 


"The session is limited 
to 
three 


months, and that short period will be 
mainly occupied in passing the appro- 
priation bills, in enacting new laws for 
the regular army and in deciding upon 
the legislation necessary for the gov- 
. ernment of Hawaii. In addition to 
these important matters, 
the 
usual 


number of routine matters will arise. 
From tie present outlook the session 
.•will be well under way 
before 
the 


treaty of peace with Spain will be laid 
.before the senate, and the ratification 
of that document may not be accom- 
plished long before the 4th of March 
arrives.." 


"Will that necessitate an extra ses- 


sion?" 


"It is, of course, impossible," said 


Mr. Dingley, "to know what will arise 
^between Dec. 1 and March 4, but so far 
as the present outlook can form a basis 
for judgment I should say that no ex- 
tra session will be necessary or de- 
eirable, unless some new questions 
should arise."
